VERY so often I receive complaints from servicemen who 


feel that some other serviceman is getting a better deal 
under the re-habilitation setup than they are. These com 
plaints usually deal with specific cases and from a dollar and 
cents point of view they are justified. 
re-habilitation point of view most of them are not justified 

One of these basic complaints * 
which I have received many times 
has to do with men who elect to 
take vocational training. Grants’ 
for those who take vocational 
training are charges against the 
man's re-establishment credit. But 
they are not limited to the total 


of his re-establishment credit 

Take the case of a man whose 
re-establishment credit totals $300.! 
This man is married and has two 
hildren, so his monthly grant totals 
$104, At this rate he uses up his 
re-establishment credit in three 
months. But he is entitled, if his 
work is satisfactory, to continue to
